ity. So-rare is it that comets in their swift 
flight around the sun have been known toe 
pass through it without sensible resistance. — 
Surrounding the sun is a gaseoug sub- 
stance terme’ by astronomers the “chro- 
mosphere.”” It is believed to be from 300 to 
10,000 miles deep. 

Projecting through this chromosphere are 
observed with total eclipses the shoots, or 
limbs, which rise often to a height of 100,- 
000 miles with amazing rapidity. 

To the accurate observation of this par : 
amount feature of the eclipse, every appli- 
ance of the instrmment makers’ art, com- 
bined with the astfonomers’ knowledge, was 
directed in the hope of reaching a solution 
of thig “philosophers’ stone.” 

Generally spesking, the observations tak 
en by the aztronomers to-day were con- 
fined to three separate lines of work—the 
old method of telescopic observations; view- 
ing of the cclinse with the naked eye and 
the photogra hing of the phenomena of the 
eclipse. 

The path of totality to-day began in the 
Pacific Ocean just west of Mexico. It 
passed eastward across Mexico, and enter- 
ing the United States near New Orleans 
proceeded in northeasterly direction until 
it leaves the continent close to Norfolk, 
Va. Then it crosses the Atlantic, touches 
Portugal and afterward passes across 
Northern Africa, leaving the earth finally 
near the northern end of the Red Sea.

NIGHT SERVICE NOT IN SIGHT. 


North and South Lines Are Still In- 
operative Although an Effort Will 
Be Made to Run Electric

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May 2%.—The observa- 
tions of the eclipse at nearly all stations 
on the line of totality in the United States 
| Were successful, weather conlitions being 
perfect. At Thomason, Ga., the work was 
| eommapted under perfect -onditions, the 
totality being a scant eighty-five seconds. 
Not a cloud was visible anywhere near the 
corona, but'to the west fleecy flecks were 
discerned. Standing a distance off the cor- 
ona’s outside rim brilliant star was dis- 
tinctly visible. The effect at the time of 
complete obscuration was that of deep twi- 
light. The astronomers began work at 5 
o’clock. Prof. Campbell of the Lick Eclipse 
Expedition was at his observatory at 5 
o'clock, and every man was in his place 
an hour before the first contact was noted. 

Prof. Camptell gave the Associated Press 
the following signed statement: 

“The sky was clear, but not very blue. 
Rapidly-approaching clouds from the south- 
west obscured the sun less than one minute 
after totality. The program, which was al- 
most wholly photographic work, was fully 
carried out, except in the case of one spec- 
troscope, whose cleck refused to werk. 

“The coronal streamers were somewhat 
Similar to these observed in India in 1898. 
There were two or the west of about equal 
intensity, out to a distance equal] to five or 
six diameters of the sun. The upper cne-of 
the two, to the east, was much stronger 
than the iower one, and was observed out 
to akout four diameters. The streamers 
‘seemed to be nearer the solar equator than 
in 1898. The shadow hands were <iistinctly 
observed inclining frcm 328 degrees west of 
north to 38 degrees east of south, traveling

General Manager Baumhof?f says he is op- 
erating cars Monday on all but three lines. 
These are the Southern Liectric or Sixtn 
street line, the Northern Central and the 
Union. On several of the lines in operation, 
however, cars are run over only a portion 
of the routes and less than half the usual 
number are in operation, No transit cars 
run at ‘night. 4 

So far as street car service for the ac- 
commodation of the public is concerned, the 
citizens of North and South St. Louis are 
practically deprived of it. The few cars, 
running in those sections are inadequate, 
Owing to the fear of disturbances, but few 
passengers ride on them, 

An effort will be made Monday afternoon 
to operate the Broadway electric line 
north. Heretofore, since the strike, the few 
electric cars running on Broadway have 
not gone north of Lucas avenue. It is the 
intention, if possible, to continue this car 
service to the northern limits. Efforts are 
being made to clear the east track on 
North Broadway. The west track is clear, 
mail cars running on that track without 
molestation. 

All cars are still run under police protec- 
tion. Each coach carries one or two offi-

“The sky was clear at this point and the 
full program of the eleven photograph ex- 
posures were carried out. The corona ap- 
peared strikingly like that of the e:lipse in 
India in 1898. The Chabot expedition has the 
only apparatus in the worid that will give 
short exposures on the bright inner corona, 
‘while giving long exposures on the faint

SHOT INA CITY PARK 


THREE MEN WOUNDED EARLY 
SUNDAY EVENING. 


NEAR THE LAFAYETTE STATUE. 


All Are Strikers and They Say They 
Were Shot Without Warning or 
Without Cause. 


Three street railway strikers were shat 
in Lafayette Park shortly before 8 o'clock 
Sunday evening. According to the state- 
ments of several witnesses, the shooting 
seems to have been an attempt at assas- 
sination. 


Philip Sullivan, 1901 Park avenue, was 
shot through the right lung and now lies 
at St. Mary’s Infirmary in a critical condi- 
tion. Up to noon the surgeons had not ex- 
tracted the bullet and would give no opin- 
ion as to Sullivan's chances for recovery. 

Patrick O’Connell, 1901 McNulty street, 
caught a bullet in the right thigh and 
walked home. 

James Sullivan, whose wound was not 
serious, was assisted to his home at Hick- 
ory street and Armstrong avenue, , 

The three men say that they had been 
strolling about in the park for an hour. 
Near the Lafayette statue they were fired 
upon without warning by two rough-iooking 
men. There were or more persons in 
the immediate vicinity-when the shooting 
bégan, and they scattered in haste. It is 
said by one witness that one of the srik- 
ers returned the fire. 

The two men who began shooting at the 
strikers fired about a dozen shots. Then 
they ran out into Lafayette avenue, near 
Missouri avenue, and escaped. 

Shortly after midnight Patrick Lavin was 
arrected at his home, corner of Missouri 
and Geyer avenues, on the statement of 
hs Sullivan. He is held for investiga- 

on. 


O’Connell says the men opened fire on 
his party without a second’s warning. He 
was struck by one of the _ first_ bullets. 
Eugene Meyers and Edward Clifford, eye 
witnesses, corroborates the statements of 
O'Connell. Philip Sullivan says there were 
three men in the attacking party, one of 
whom did not shoot.

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JUMPING THE HURDLES.

Trainer Atkin Gives Post-Dispatch Readers 


the Second Lesson 


THE HURDLES. 

The hurdle consists of two uprights and 
the crossbar, which is either 2 feet 6 inches 
or 3 feet 6 inches high, according to the dis- 
tance to be run. The high hurdles are for 
the 120-yard while the low ones are for the 
20-yard distance. 

Hurdliag being a combination of run- 
ning and jumping, requires great exactitude 
of form in the combination. 

You must take the “‘flight’’ with as little 
wasting of room as possible. In practice 
some place a cork on the top bar and en- 
deavor to tip it off with their ‘“‘trailing”’ 


foot as they Zo over. 

Learn to “take’’ the hurdle with no ap- 
preciable slowing of your speed. 

The start for both hurdle events is iden- 
tical with the one described in Saturday’s 
article of sprinting. In beginning, prac- 
tice over two hurdles. 

Learn to take the same number of steps 
between each hurdle, and in this way 
avold coming to your next “flight’’ on the 
wrong or awkward foot. Some men run 
the low hurdles by “taking off’’ with each 
foot in turn 

In “the nigh hurdles this is wellnigh iny 
possible. 

There are several and one methods of 
taking a flight. The best and generally 
adopted one may be described somewhat 
as follows: 

Take off with the leg which seems most 
natural, but take off with the same one al- 
ways. Bend the other knee and point it dl- 
rectly at the hurdle. The jump will take 
it gover. Kink the other side up, allowing 
that leg and foot to “‘troll’’ behind. This 
will take you over in what might be called 
a “side sliting’’ position. As you take the 
flight lift yourself high with the muscles 
of the arms and sides. 

THE BROAD JUMP. 

By practice find. out how many strides 
you take in jumping a roe eagy oe distance. 
This will be an odd number, possibly 9 or 
1), This odd number will always bring you 
to the ‘take-off’? on the same foot. A 
this distance inake a mark and about 10 
yards back of this make another mark. 
Starting at your second mark run to the 
firet, reaching it always on the same foot. 
This will insure confidence, inasmuch as 
you may be positive that you will reach the 
“take-off cn your ‘“‘take-off’’ foot. Do not 

*‘>w the length of your stride to vary an 

ich, If there is a heavy, ‘“‘facing’’ wind, 
allow for it. If you see that yeu are going 
wrong, stop. Any movement over ‘the 
‘“tuke-off’’ counts as a trial. 

Now, as to the jump itself. 

During the last stride before the take-off 
is the critical time. Bend your legs under 
you, getting down as low as possible, and 
fix your glance on some object above you 
in the distance. AS you are about to come 
to the take-off, lift your jumping foot high 
and slow it down on the “take-off’’ as 
hard as possible. Then spring into the air, 
drawing the legs close to yous stomach

while lifting your arms to a right angle 
position to your sides. Land with your feet 
together and the danger of a fall back will 
be lessened. Fhe jump is measured from 
the take-off to the first impression in the 
earth. Do not step backward in the jump- 
ing box. See that the jump is measured 
correctly. 

If your first jump is very good, wait un- 
til it is beaten. One jump may win a con- 
test and your strength is saved dor other 
events. Only jump about twice a week 
and then only a few times. Othergdays run 
short dashes. Watch your diet and develop 
your back and arms during the winter 
months. 

Never get nervous and do not take your 
eyes away from the distance straight in 
front of you. 

THB HIGH IU MP. 

If you intend to become an expert in 
this branch of track athletics, confine your- 
self to it alone. The great fault to be found 
with schoolboys is that they usually start 
out with the determination to win as many 
events as possible in their school games. 
Although this may be lauded as giving a 
= exhibition of school spirit, it cannot 
ut be detrimental to you in the long run. 
A man like Kraenzlein of Donametvanien 
might win several! events in startling time, 
but it is not probable that you can. 

My next advice to you is to abandon the 
old style ‘“‘split’’ jump immediately. This 


jump is not used by the cracks like Sweeney 


and Baltazzi. It is almost an impossibility 
to reach six feet in this manner. 

When Sweeney did his record jump of 6ft. 
55gin. the Englishmen engaged in the meet 
(the international of '9%) were amazed at his 
style and English athletes have since adopt- 
ed it. In starting in, raise the bar to about 

. 6in. and keep it there until you have 
a semblance of better form. Do not jump 
more than 15 times # day, four times a 
week, Other days you should run short 
dashes: Never race or run long distances. 

Now, as to the jump itself. 

The take-off should be made with the left 
foot, preferably. Start your \jump about 
fifteen feet from the bar. On commence 
to speed when about three steps away. At 
the time you strike on your jumping foot 
you should be in a crouching position, not 
too low, but sufficiently down for a spring. 
Lift your arms and draw in a full breath. 
Throw your other foot into the air, draw- 
1 your jumping foot up to it smartly. 

en you have reached the height, shoot 
vour right 1 forward and if you have 
dane it corréttly over you go. You should 
alight on both feet, facing the bar, The turn 
is made because a man can draw in his 
abdomen and “cheat” the bar in this way. 
At the moment of going over the bar an in- 
stantaneous photograph of perfect style 
would show a man. horizontal to the 
ground, apparently lving on his side. 

Jump for height once a week. 

A handkerchief or cloth fastened to. the 
bar will help you to get your “‘sight.’’ 

During the winter months practice rising 
on your toes. Experienced jumpers can do 
this over 100 times without feeling it. De- 
velop your chest and lifting muscles, and 
when tired of exercising stop immediately.

Most of them who are not partisans 
and a considerabie number who are, have 
made up their minds that Jud Robert lL. 
Good of Spring! ie} gt is to be -the’ winner. 

This feeling réached such a stage Sai- 
‘urday that the Lomupeeeldehis attempted to 
bring about an agreement between Judges 
Jonn M. Wood and W. H. Biggs to with- 
draw and jeave the field, practically clear 
for Judge Good. ‘ 

Although these negotiations ‘alled Satur- 
day, thraugh’ {nability to find ex-Gov. W. J. 
Stone, who represented Judge Wood, at the 
last moment, the attempt was continued 
Monday. 


Judge Good's friends claim that hé has 
130 delegates from the district outside of 
St. Loulé. and can count certainly upon at. 
least 15 from St. Louis on the first ‘ballot. 
They say if he can muster 35 additional del- 
egates from St. Loujs, he wll be nominated. 
The Good men say the situation in St. 
Louis is such that this number and more 
cannot ie to 5 to igo 8 as soon as they 
realize ie futility of ‘trying to ‘nominate 
either of the St. Lidéuis candidates. ip 

Judge Biggs’ managers claim he has 65 
of the St. Louis delegates and 49 from the 
country. 

Judge Wood's friends claim 58 certain 
from outside the city and a score or more 
from the city. 

The number of delegates’ in the conven- 
tion is M7. Of these 100 are from St. Louis. , 
lt takes 174 to nominate. 

Saturday ex-Gov. William J. Stone. rep- 
resenting Judge Wood, let: it be known 
that if Judge Biggs would agree. to with- 
draw his man would put out also. After 
several conferences among the Biggs peo- 
ple, it is understood that this proposition 
was agreed to. But when the Biggs people 
tried to find Stone to inform him of the 
decision they were unable to get trace of 
him.
